Convention of Rabbis, 


PITTSBUKO, July 
2.—The coming 


Conclave of Rabbis of the Jewish Church 
ol America, which will begin its delib- 
erations in this city Friday, July 8th, 
will bo one of tbe most important e 
held in this country, and from tho 
work already mapped out for action, 
the results will undoubtedly have 
lasting effect on the tenets of tbo fol- 
lowers of the Jewish faith in America. 
It is expected there will not be less than 
250 delegates in attendance, represent- 
ing every State in the Union, and it 
will be representative of buth the Or- 
thodox and reformed branches of the 
faitn.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Seventy-four 


million dollars was paid in pensions to 
tbe ex-soldiers and sailors of the War of 
the Rebellion during the fiscal yenr 
which ended yesterday. 
Tbe number 


of pensions claims allowed during the 
year was 112,340, more than in any 
year since the war, excepting 1866, 
when on applicant simply bad to pre- 
sent evidence of his disability and 
proof of his service in the army and 
navy. It does not look as though the 
first Democratic Administration since 
the war had neglected the interests of 
the Union soldiers. Under Cleveland's 
admioistratiou more pension claims 
bave been allowed than under any Pres- 
ident since Andrew Johnson stepped 
into the shoes of Abraham Lincoln. If 
the same evidence had been required 
then to establish a right to pensions 
that is demanded now, Cleveland's ad- 
ministration would head the list. 
The 


lapse of time since the -war makes it 
much more difficult to establish claims 
than it was twenty-one years ago. 


Daring the lust fiscal year 186,800 


claims for pensions were received nt 
the Pension Office, and of this cumber 
112,340 were allowed. There were 65, 
194 original claims allowed, exceeding 
last year's work by 5,017. Some idea 
of the work of the Bureau can be formed 
when it is known that during the fiscal 
year 2,234,331 letters were received and 
1,792,050 letters sent in reply, the total 
correspondence 
of the 
office 
being 


4,026,383 letters. Tbis is apart, of 
course, from the enormous record ol 
work in the office. 
The cost of postugc 


alone on these letters calculated upon 
a basis of 2 cents for (neb letter, was 
$80,527 66. 


The 
avorags force employed per 


month in the office was 1,530. 
The 


average time lost by sickutss and on 
leave without pay, etc., amounted to 
tbe work of 158 men for one year, tbe 
really available working force being 1,- 
472 clerks for the year. This is the 
smallest number that has been employed 
in tbe office since 1883. 


Certificates wero issued as follows: 


Originals, 55,194; increase, 32,107; re- 
issued, 7,241, restorations, 2,707; duph 
cutes, 708; accrued, 2,939; arrears, 41. 
Under the Act of March 30, 1883, 141; 
the Act of April 30, 1884, 407; tho Act 
of Muich 3, 1885, 9; tbe Act of October 
7, 18S5, 338; the Act of August 4, 1886. 
17U; uud supplemental to the Act of 
the same date, 1,003. Total, 112,340. 


The Pension Office haa not yet com- 


pleted the allowance (of pensions by 
States. That is a task of great magni- 
tude. In the eastern division, which 
embraces tbe New England Statee, New 
York, New Jersey an.1 Delewure, 12,- 
237 were allowed. In the middle divis- 
ion, embracing Pennsylvania, Michigan 
and Ohio, 16,172 claims were allowed 
In the western division, taking in all 
the Western States excepting Missouri, 
17,984 claims were allowed, and in t'ue 
southern division, which includes Mary- 
land, the District of Columbia, Missouri 
and the colored troops everywhere, 
9,160 claims were allowed.
